union of Tihloh was to be wished for"

of representatives would have "no 
small advantage" over t!so senate la 
any 'dispute, Blttce- It would be the 
popular blanch of the government, 
and because It would have the power 
of originating all money bills — a 
strong weapon In Its .hand

secate soon became the dominant 
partner, and the house found that the 
power to amend money bllle exercised 
by the senate nullified the advantage 
of originating them

istration It Is said that John Jay re- 
fused tho appointment of chief justice 
on tho ground that the bench would 
never attain "tho energy, weight and 
dignity which were essential to Us af- 
fording due support to the national 
government."

When Louisiana was annexed Sena- 


tar White remarked In debate that

of (his country will be highly injurious 
and dangerous to the United States" 
and that Its Incorporation Into tho 
Un)on would be "productive of innu- 
merable Ills." 


In 1811, in a speech on a bill to 


permit the organization of a state 
from a section bt the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, Representative John Qulncy 
Adams of Massachusetts asserted that 
If tho measure ahonld'tmss "the bonds 
of tho Union would bo virtually dis- 
solved."

The thyroid gl:md, which Is situated 


about tho lower rjnrt of the throat, la 
still a medical mystery. 


Practically nothing ia known as to Its 


uses and very little about the causes 
of disease in It Goiter Is a nonmallg- 
nant enlargement of the thyroid gland. 
The swelling may be no more than a 
mere thickening, or It may grow Into 
a muss welshing several pounds. It Is 
common in mountainous districts and 
wbere<tbere Is niagneslnu limestone In 
the soil and drinking water. Operation 
may be necessary, but goiter will usual- 
ly yield to treatment and is rarely 
fatal. 
Malignant disease of the thy- 


roid gland Is often associated with 
overstrain or sudden shock. Here op- 
eration la generally necessary and Is a 
very serious matter indeed. In some 
mysterious way removoUof the thyroid 
gland affects the mental powers, and 
the unfortunate person who has his 
thyroid removed la In ereat danger ot 
losing his Tvltn. more particularly his 
memory.—Pearson's Weekly.
